The recall of the troops from Enu- 
rope has also had a salutary effect by 
encouraging a more complacent state 
of mind regarding the relation of the 
United States to foreign afiairs. 
There is no question that New York- 
ers are generally gratified with the 
action of the president in recal!ing 
the American forces. 

Must Help Ultimately. 

This does not mean that the aversge 
New Yorker is not willing to lene a 
helping hand to Europe. He knows 
that ultimately this country will have 
to help its European friends. There is 
no question that he will be behind 
any venture in this direction short of 
participation in political disputes 

The present frame of mind of New 
York manifestly reflects the determ}- 
nation to demand the greatest desree 
of ecaution in such ventures. Pop- 
ular approval of any foreign undert:k- 


ing will only be ~iven after the fuilest. 
and 


most convincing information of 
government plans has been furnished. 

Primarily the New Yorker believes 
that the United States should stay out 
of Europe. He points to the popular 
indorsement of the policy proclaimed 
by Mr. Harding in the presidential 
contest two years ago.

Attitude Toward World Court. 


Most New Yorkers view Hr. Hard- 
ing’s proposal that the United States 
should become a member of the per- 
manent court of international justice 
with skepticism, or indifference. His 
mind as yet has not formulated -a 
coherent or satisfactory opinion about 
it. The fact that the court is the

Statement by Defense. 

The following statement was issued 
by “all attorneys for the defense ;” 

“A representative of the press has 
presented the lawyers for ‘the defense 
with a statement issued on behalf of 
the attorney-general appearing for the 
prosecution in the so-called Herrin 
mine riot cases. This statement is 
remarkable and extreme in its utter- 
ance. It wholly ignores the wanton 
slaughter of three unarmed union men 
on the day previous to the killing of 
guards. It wholly ignores the in- 
vasion of Williamson county by armea 
guards equipped with high-powered 
pistols and rifles, riot shotguns and 
machine guns and the daring chal- 
lenge to the citizenship and law en- 
forcing officers of that county. It 
fails to acknowledge that the peison- 
nel of the jurors trying the cases was 
of the best agricultural citizenship 
of the county, in large part composed 
of men not interested in the mining 
industry. 

“The statement asserts that the tes- 
timony offered by the prosecution was 
from witnesses who were reliable and 


. trustworthy, and who testified cour- 


and at great risk of per- 
sonal injury. This statement could of 
course, only apply to the imported 
gunmen; the overwhelming testimony 
showing that two of these imported 
gunmen witnesses for the state who 
testified in this capacity were in the 
Herrin city jail at the time. they 
claimed to have seen the occurrences 
about which they testified, and also 
in plain contradiction of the fact that 
not a single witness has been intimi-

unless new facts were developed. 

Acting Attorney General Seymour 
and Assistant Attorney General 
Crim, the latter in charge of criminal

The possibility of ultimate federal 
prosecution in the Herrin case was 
not entirely precluded by Mr. Sey- 
mour and Mr. Crim, but they agreed 
that in view of all these circum- 
stances, it appeared doubtful. If new 
facts are presented, or a request for 
federal action received from the Illi-

With such conditions existing in 
the “loan crowd” word was passed 
around that the shorts were going to 
be “run in” by the pools, which until 
recently, had been marking up prices.

Successful stock market traders do 
not stop to argue as to whether or 
not they are right in their position 
when the trend of prices begin to go 
against them. What they do is to 
quickly cut short their losses and ar- 
gue afterwards, 

Some of the shrewdest and most 
successful traders who covered their 
short sales around the middle of this 
week were just as bearish at the close 
of the week on the stock market for 
a long pull as they were early this 
week, But the signs of a sudden 
change in the speculative’ picture 
were too marked for them to stand on 
their position and fight thus running 
the chance of taking a large loss, even 
if for the long pull they happen to 
be right. 

For day after day the price of gov- 
ernment bonds declined to new low 
records for the year. The banks were 
loaded up with these bonds for their 
own account. With the rediscount 
reised there was no longer any profit 
im carrying these bonds on borrowed 
money. Moreover, with heavy loans 
to bond syndicates and stock pools 
and with veneral trade increasing in 
‘volume and demanding more accom- 
ee from the banks partly be- 

‘rause of higher labor and commodity 
akin it Jooked as if money was going 
higher. The decline in government 
bends was due to heavy selling by 
the banks. But suddenly the decline 
in the price of: government bonds end- 
6éd and an advance started on heavy 
buying. The best guess is that this 
buying was done by the federal re- 
serve bank here for the government. 
That was the first change in the pic- 
ture to check the price decline. Then 
instead of advancing as had been ex- 
pected this week, time and call money 
rates suddenly became easier. That 
was the second important chance in 
the picture. The next change came 
with this week's very optimistic state- 
ment from Secretary Mellon on gen- 
eral credit, industrial and investment 
conditions, indicating plain enough to 
Wall street that the ground work was 
being prepared for the coming heavy 
government financing.

Wright Airplane . | 
Engine Made Record- 
Breaking Test 


Washington, April 7.—Completion 
of a record-breaking test of a new 
airplane engine was announced to- 
night by the navy department. 

For 573 hours the macbine, known 
as a “Wright Medel E-4,” ran witb- 
ouf a stop with the throttle wide 
cpen and data accumulated during 
the run indicatea “a saving of | 
per cent in the operating cost of air- 
craft engines of this type.” An indi- 
cation of the remarkable endurance 
of the new engine will be given, engi- 
neers say, by comparison with the 
types used in the world war when 
100 hours was considered a long run. 

The engine was built by the Wright 
Aeronautical ¢orporation, of Paterson, 
N. J. During the test it would have 
covered a distance of approximately 
40,000 miles, or twice and half times 
around the world at the eqnator, in 
«x period of a little more than three 
weeks, aceording to Rear Admiral 
William A. Moffett, chief of the bu- 
reau of aeronautics. 

To give a further popular picture 
of the performance of the Wright 
E-4, Admiral Moffett compared its 
record to that of the average Detter 
grade high powered automobile. which 
te said, traveled usually around 6,500 
miles annually. At the rate theoret- 
ically flown by the new engine, it 
could have canried the automobile 
for approximately nine years at 100 
miles an hour.

Increase of more than 16 per cent 
in Chatham and decrease of nearly 
Oo per cent 
reports from the first two eounties 
in Georgia to complete the census of 
population of school age, now in prog- 
ress throughout Georgia. 

Chatham county also reported a 
substantial decrease in the number 
of illiterates. Washington county’s 
loss in population was largely of ne- 
gre and the majority of the new 
school population of Savannah is col- 
ored. 

The first two counties, 
' state, are more than likely to prove 
typical of the state generally. Coun- 
ties. in which large towns or eities 
are located have increased substan- 
tially in population while more, dis- 
tictively rural counties have generally 
increased at a smaller rate, or have 
actually lost population. Chatham's 
growth has largely been Savannah 
growth, while Washington county has 
lost more rural population than 
has in its large towns of Tennille and 
Sandersville.

Washington, April 7.—A_ small 


quantity of frozen hydrogen and about

reau of standards, in a successful test 
of®liquifying apparatus conducted by 
Professor C. W. Kanolt. This repre 
sented the result after chilling many 
thousand cubic feet of the gas down 
to a point close to absolute zero, at 
which heat is entirely absent. Sev- 
eral experiments were made with the 


hydrogen ice and liquid today befere 
the Washington Philosophical society, 
a scientific organization, where ‘Pro- 
fessor Kanolt exhibited the product. 

The frozen bydrogen was described 
appearanee to snow, 
the liquid was _— colorless. 
In order to liquify the gas, a tempera-

No Mere Dark Corners. 

First in the things that have been 
made as different “as day from night” 
is the matter of kitchen lighting.

This type of illumina- 
tion is not expensive, either in fix- 
ture or in Current consumed; it sim- 
ply represents the efficiency of mod- 
ern illuminating science. Under it, 
headaches, eye atrain, nerve fatigue 
are appreciably lessened, and there 
are left no dark corners to encourage 
unclean accumulations.

In 
fact, the decorator’s work is effective 
only when illuminated. By touching 
a s ‘teh, the expression of a room 
may be altered in an instant. To ac- 
complish a similar change, the deco- 
rator must redecorate the room. It is 
strange that the powers of light have 
been so appreciated.” 

The adaption of correct illumina- 
tion to hoine lighting offers wide op- 
portunities for individual expression. 
Beauty walks hand in hand with util- 
ity, and light is being found so flexi- 
ble, so expressive, that it can be made

Wife Contributes Service.

Rich in Anecdotes. 

The biographical chronicle has lit- 
tle to offer readers who are interest- 
ed in arf; it is a mine of rich things 
to those who take delight in gossipy 
reminiscence and chuckle over count- 
less anecdotes connected with a legion 
of famous people who were ail Mr.

The latest that 
has jarred me is 
the letter of Repre- 
sentative H. H. El- 
der, printed in The 
Constitution of the 
30th ultimo. In it 
he gives his opin- 
ion, “as a lawyer of 
this state,’ that 
the attorney-gener- 
al and the gover- 
nor are legally 
wrong in holding 
that the whipfing 
of conviets is 
against the consti- 
tution of the state. 
Evidently he bases 
his opinion upon the law giving the 
prison commission authority to 
make rules for the government of 
the state’s prisoners and that there- 
by a rule permitting the whipping of 
convicts must be lawful, “anything 
in the constitution of the state to the 
contrary notwithstanding.” 

At the risk of being bawled out 
as a Butinssky I will here and now 
volunteer to call Representative El- 
der to “come into court” and stand 
him up against the constitution and 
the facts in the case, 

The Why of Prohibition. _ 

While the convention was in session 
and making our present constitution 
the state was ripe with scandals about 
the convict lease system and the re- 
ported cruelties inflicted upon. pris- 
oners by the brutal employees of some 
of the lessees, (Shortly after thees 
same scandals led to the killing of 
Colonel Bob Alston, representative 
from DeKalb county, in the state 
treasurer’s office in the capitol «by 
Captain Ed Cox, and for which Cox 
was convicted of murder in Fulton 
superior court.) ‘ 

The feeling of indignation over the 
convict seandals led General Toombs 
to insist that a prohibition should be 
put upon the lashing of convicts by 
incorporating in the new constitution 
the prohibition in the old constitution 
of 1868. ae 

That prohibition was “Section 22: 
Whipping. as a punishment for crime, 
is prohibited.” General Toombs re- 
cast the section of 1868, making the 
prohibition as it now stands in the 
present constitution, viz.: 

“Poragraph VII.: Neither banish- 
ment beyond the limits of the state, 
nor whipping, as a punishment for 
crime, shall be allowed.” — zs 

Such is the plain, unmistakble and 
inescapable mandate of the supreme 
law of the state, as I pointed out 
many months ago in the article in 
The Constitution that revived the agi- 
tation for the action by the governor 
so recently taken to banish the lash 
from our convict camps and prisons, 

What About the Governor? 

The governors of Georgia from 
1868 to this year of grace 1923 have 
ignored that eonstitutional mandate, 
notwithstanding that every one of 
them solemnly swore, on taking of- 
fice, “that I will faithfully execute 
the office of governor of the state of

Georgia, and will, to the best of my 


ability, preserve, protect and defend 
the constitution thereof, and the con- 
stitution of the United States of 
America.”

Also, what interpretation does Rep- 
resentative Elder give to Paragraph 
IX. in Section I., of Article I. of the 
constitution, which says: 
sive bail shall not be réqnired, nor 
excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and 
unusual punishments inflicted: ner 
shall any person be abused in being 
arrested, whilst under arrest, or in 
prison?” 

That seems to me to re-enforce the 
anti-whipping prohibition in Par. VII 
very strongly. 

The Commission's Authority. 

Representative Elder thinks. that 
because “for twenty-five years there 
has been a law in this state giving 
the prison commission the right to fix 
these rules,” therefore, the right and 
Sworn duty of the governor to set 
aside such of ‘them as are clearly un- 
constitutional must and can be sue- 
cessfully contested... But what about 
the governor's oath “to preserve, pro- 
tect and defend the constitution? 

ihe prison commission is not a con- 
stitutignal body. It is purely a leg- 
islative creature. It can have no~r 
greater authority than the legislature 
can constitutionally confer upon it. 
and the legislature itself is absolute 
ly powerless to change or suspend the 
constitution of the state. 

Art. I. Section IV., Par. IT of the 
constitution says: “Legislative acts 
in violation of this constitution, or 
the constitution of the United States. 
are void, and the judiciary shall so 
declare them.” 
Ts the judiciary must declare acts 
in violation of the constitution to be 
void, so must the governor, since the 
executive 1S a co-ordinate branch of 
the government and bound by a like 
oath with the judiciary to protect and 
defend the constitution. — 

That Threatened Resistance. 
Says Representative Elder: ny 
did say that be (the governor) was 
wrong and had no law to support bin 
and we should pay no attention to 
bis illegal order,” 

That simply means resistance to 
Superior authority, rebellion, or se- 
cession, Or anarchy, as anyone mar 
choose to characterize it. ) 

It flies in the teeth of everything 
that from the foundation of gov- 
ernments in America has been ac- 
cepted as constitutional duty. 

In Story’s “Commentaries on the 
Constitution,” Vol. I, page 303, it is 
declared as settled doctrine that—

The settlement will be bad because 
there is no way that French security 
can be insured, save by sorhe form of 
alienation of the Rhineland.

You must see that when the Ruhr 
confict is over, France will stand in 
the position of a victor, France and 
belgium.

| Before Conference. 


You can see, then. how difficult 
is going to he the task of the next 
world conference. It will have to 
wrestle with the problem of how to 
prevent the partition of Germany to 
insure French security—but the only 
enbstitute it can choose is some form 


Belgian securits, which will satisfy 
French and Belgian demands and yet

Snch a conference will have to 
find some way of fixing the sum of 
German reparations within the limits 
of German capacity, which is pretty 
fairly known to all parties now. But 
this fixation will hardly be possible 
unless there is scme caneellation or 
reduction of the debts owed by the 
eontinent to the United States and 
Great Britain, because the continental 
nations are definitely determined that 
German and not their own shoulders 
shall bear botb the burden of recon- 
struction of devastated areas and 
foreign loans, made to provide arms 
and material for resisting 
attack. 

Moreover, a circumstance never to 
be overlooked, all German policy will 
be directed at getting the allies by the 
ears, producing and promoting Anglo- 
French differences and fishing in 
troubled waters generally. For Ger- 
many it is just as important to 
escape payments as it ts for her credi- 
tors to get them. Some one is go- 
ing to be crippled if not ruined, per- 
haps everybody, therefore everybody 
is, accordingly going to strive to 
avoid carrying the burden. 

Again, one of the gravest sources of 
difficulty is going to be agreement 
upon terms for the evacuation of the 
Ruhr. German promises are worth- 
iess, the single assurance France and 
Belgium can have of payment must 
come through the presence of an army 
of occupation, but as long as the army 
remains any settlement is mostly im- 
aginary. To get peace the French 
and Belgians must go, but, if they go, 
how on earth can German perform- 
ance be insured?

Calamity for 
World at Large. 


Almost everyone will agree that 


the permanent stay of the French and 


| Belgians in the Rubr or the Rhine- 
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land, even of the French in the Sarre, 
would be a calamity for the world at 


large. But the point is that the; 


French and the Belgians see quite 
as clearly that evacuation of the 
Rhine, witheut some guarantee 
against a new German attack’ might 
be a calamity for both countries, in 
ease Germany attacked again, as both 
nations believe she means to attack. 


Therefore, as I see it, France and 
Belgium will stay in the Rhineland 
and the Ruhr unless some method be 


found by which they can be guaran- 
teed against a repetition of the events 
of 1914, guaranteed by some specific 
engagement on the part of other na- 
tions to march to the aid of France 
and Belgium the moment such a men- 
ace of invasion is discoverable: Above 
all, what the French and Belgians 
wil] insist upon is that the Germans 
are placed in a position to perceive 
that a new attack upon France will 
mean a new war, not. alone with 
France and Belguim, but with Great 
Britain and the rest of the entente 
states. , 


When he thought he had such a 
guarantee, written into the tri-par- 


tite treuty of insurance. Clemenceau 
retired his claims for occupation¥of 
the Rhineland. But it turned out 
that the guarantee was worthless be- 
cause the United States refused to 
ratify it and British approval was 
contingent upon Arerica. Now the 
French and Belgians are back on the 
Rhine and the old issue is raised. 
That they will leave without an iren- 
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clad guarantee this time is difficult 
to believe. 

What must be perceived clearly 
on this side of the water is that, 
while it is probably true that oc- 
cupation of the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land by France with or without Bel- 
gium probably means new wars, re- 
tirement does little to abolish the 
probability of new wars—does noth- 
ing in the minds of Frenchmen and 
Belgians. And in the last analysis, 
the French and the Belgians are not 
going to sacrifice their single chance 
of even approximate security to sat- 
isfy the moral scruples of nations 
safely out of the danger zone and 
unwilling to assume any responsi- 
bility for the consequences of the 
adoption of their views, 

If there were nothing but the as- 


pirations and ambitions of the few

MKINLEY TO HARDING. 

From MeKinley to Harding. Per- 
/sonal recollections of our. presidents, 
by H. H. Kohlsaat, who says that in 
“December 26, 1920, the newspapers 
reported he had applications for every 
office in his gift. and wondered if he 
had given the office of ‘brutal friend’ 
to any one, If net, I made applica- 
tion, as it was the office I had held 
under MeKinley, Roosevelt, Taft and 
Wilson,” 

This is both an interesting and 
unique book. fer while -Kohlsaat 
neither wanted nor held the offices 
for which there were always a stack 
of applications, he continued in the 
role of “brutal friend.” He has now 
written a book that is full in inter- 
est, information and things worth 
remembering, For instance, he tells 
“How a group of friends saved Mc- 
Kinley from polktical ruin;” “How 
the word ‘gold’ was forced into the 
republican platform of 1886; “How 
Mckinley chose his eabinet:” “How 
Roosevelt introduced the author to 
| Wilson:” “How Roosevelt chose Taft 
‘as his sucessor;” “What caused the 
between Wilson and Colonel 
‘'House;” “What Harding said of the 
disarmament treaties; ete.

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) HEN Martin Luther walked quietly 
up to the church door at Witten- 
berg on October 31, 1517, and 
nailed to it his celebrated ninety- 


five theses, he, in popular par- 
lance, started somet#ing. 

And when Rev. Percy Stickney Grant, 
rector of the Protestant Episcopat Church 
of the Ascension, New York city, in Jan- 
uary, and again in February, of this year, 
uttered words which were considered by 
many to be a repudiation of cardinal doc- 
trines of Christianity, he, too, in popular 
parlance, started something. 

Discussions, calm and heated, quarrels, 
charges and counter charges, have marked 
the progress of Christianity from the very 
beginning. Revolts, intellectual and physi- 
cal, against Christian orthodoxy, have been 
common. The point, however, which has 
attracted widespread attention among both 
churchmen and laity, is- that not in many 
years has this challenge to orthodoxy cre- 
ated such a stir among people of all classes, 
churchgoers and non-churchgoers alike, 
and among young people no less than 
among old 

In the first paragraph .of the opening 
chapter of his book, “The Reconstruction 
of Religion,” Charles A. Ellwood, professor 
of sociology at the University of Missouri, 
and author of several other volumes, writes: 

“A crisis confronts religion in the mod- 
ern world. A new reformation is neces- 


sary within the Christian church if it is 
to survive, besides which the Protestant 
reformation will seem insignificant.” 
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And Dr: Ralph W. Sockman, pastor of 
the Madison Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church of New York city, speaking recent- 
ly said: 

“Our city of New York is just now dis- 
turbed over the heresy of a certain Dr. 
Grant. We must not magnify the impor- 
tance of the utterances of publicity seek- 
ing preachers. They are just the dust of 
The real heresy of our 
day is the belief that the principles of Jesus 
Christ will not work in business, in indus- 
try, in international politics. Such a belief 
is the denial of Christ’s divinity. For if 
He be the Son of God His methods are 
meant to triumph.

Its truthfulness is so apparent that it 

carries conviction with it. 1 
Jacob had two wives, Leah and Rachell,

He ventured 
to advise Pharaoh; he told him how to 
protect his land from the famine by the 
conservation of the food in the vears of 
plenty through the employment of ‘a man

It is not strange 
that Pharaoh chose as ‘the ‘“‘man discreet 
and wise,” suggested by Joseph, the man 


“in whem the spirit’ of God is.” 

lhus God led Joseph into a great op- 
portunity after He had prepared him to 
meet the responsibilities of such a posi- 
tion. In a multitude of cases the hand of 
God has been as clearly manifest. 


|' this is true in the writing of great 
pages of history, what reason have we 
to doubt that God’s hand leads in writing 
pages léss conspicuous? Who is able to 
draw a line through human events and de- 
clare what is worth God’s while or whe: 
the situation is important enough for Him

Qur text gives us the sequel, Joseph, 


in power Over all Egypt, revealed himself 
to his brethren, seeking to buy food from 
Pharaoh because the famine was sore in 
Canaan also; and they, conscience stricken, 
felt that judgment was about. to be ren- 
dered against them for their sins. But Jo- 
seph relieved their fears and calmed their 
agitation. 

“Be not grieved, nor angry with vour- 
selves, that ye sold me hither; for God did 
send me before you to preserve life.” 

It was God’s work—‘‘He maketh 
wrath of man to praise Him.” 

Man is free to choose his course: he 
must be free if he is to be held accountable 
for his doings. But God is free to use the 
wicked as well as the good to

lf man will sin, let him do so—it is his 
privitege. But he must not complain at 
the punishment that God fixes and he 


should not be surprised at the ways of es- 
cape which God provides. 
We draw from this a lesson that is daily 


needed and wonderfully — helpful. God 
heeps watch above His own; those who 
trust Him cannot fail.

EST and relaxation are necessary 
for health. One of the first 
things that many persons need 
to do is to get rested; then the 
mountain of work and worry 
will melt away into a possibility 
of accomplishment. There are 
women who would not be caught 
napping in the day time, still-it may be a 
clear gain of time to indulge in such rest- 
ing periods. Often we spend much en- 
ergy in useless efforts to get things done 
when we do not feel like doing them as 
in the accomplishment-of much more when 
we are fit for it.

Shortcake Recipes—Royal and Apricot Conserve 


MERE are two methods of baking 

shortcake, either in layer cake 
pans or cut like large biscuit and 
Served individually. The recipes 
given below is Sufficient for one 
large shortcake. From two table- 
spoons to one-half’ cup shorten- 
ing may be used, cording to the 
richness desired. One or two egg yolks 
or a whole egg may be added if conven- 
ient and less milk used. The resulting 
shortcake is a richer color and better tex- 
ture. Sugar may vary in amount from the 
on2 tablespoon to one cup, the latter 
amount gives a cake mixture result. In 
making shortcake enough milk should be 
used to obtain the right consistency, that 
is, it should be. soft enough to be handled 
without sticking if it is to be rolled out and 
cut, it may be a little softer if it is to 
be poured into pans to be baked. For 
each individual shortcake shape two biscuit, 
each one-third to one-half inch thick and 
place.on top of each other, with tiny 
pieces of butter between, so they will split 
easily when taken from the oven for serv- 
ing, 


Rich Shortcake With Egg. 


Sift twice two clups flour, one-quarter 
cup sugar, four teaspoons baking powder 
and one-half teaspoon salt. Work in with 
tips of fingers shortening consisting of 
one-third cup butter. Combine two egg 
yolks and One-half cup milk, beaten very 
light, add to mixture. Bake about twenty 
minutes. 


Sweet Shortcake. 


Cream well one-quarter cup butter, add 
gradually one-half cup sugar and one egg 
well beaten. Put one cup flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder and one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt into sifter and sift into bowl 
with other ingredients. Add one-quarter 
cup milk, beat thoroughly and turn into 
greased round tin. Bake in moderate oven. 
Turn on large platter and without split- 
ting cover with fruit and whipped cream. 

Variations. 

Make a rich shortcake with egg and roll 
Out as large biscuit. When baked as di- 
rected in recipe, split and spread with but- 
ter and cover diced pineapple. Cover with 


other piece and with more pineapple. Cover 


with marshmallows and run in oven just 
long enough to melt marshmallows. 


Bake the cake shortcake and after split- 
ting, cover lower half with halves of canned 
apricots, replate other half, garnish with 
lialves of the apricots and whipped cream. 

Apple sauce makes a delicious short- 
cake, topped with some of the marshmal- 
low cream. 

Just try a cranberry shortcake, it’s good. 

lf you do not happen to have whipped 
cream for your shortcake, try the regular 
meringue, Sweetened and flavored. 

Other fillings that we all enjoy are rasp- 
berries, strawberries, cherries, blackberries, 
bananas and oranges. 

In using canned fruits for shortcakes 
they should be well drained. The syrup 
can be heated with more sugar and used 
as a Sauce for the shortcake. 

In making your layer cake, for a change, 
spread the finished layers with tart jelly 
and chopped nuts, it’s delicious.

How to Select Site 
For a Rose Garden 


EVER before has the ‘Queen of 


Flowers’ been so available to 
everyone as now. Other flow- 
ers may be “bloomed” for a day, 
but their glory soon fades and an- 
other comes forth to take its 
place, but the rose continues as 
the most prized flower of the 


garden. 

The garden rose of today has been bred 
for the beauty of its plant form as well 
as for the beauty of the 
likewise being bred for health, hardiness, 


flower. It is 


freedom and continuity of hloom. As a 
result, the hybridizers have produced some 
wonderful specimens, through all the beau- 
tiful shades of red, yellow, pink, crimson 
and pure white. 

The ideal site for a rose garden is a 
spot airy, but sheltered (especially from 
the biting winds of -winter) open to the 
influence of the sun all day, if possible and 
quite free from the influence of large grow- 


ing trees. A southern exposure is best, 
but if this cannot be had, select a place 
that receives the morning = sun. Never 
plant roses on the north side of a building, 
hedge or windbreake. Low ground in more 
Subject to late frosts than the adjacent 
places only a few feet higher, and -he late 
frosts are to be dreaded after the young 
shoots have started. 


The best soil is a deep loam. Well 
drained ground is essential and the site 
Should never before have been used for 


roses, unless new soil has been substitut- 
ed for the old. 

Roses cannot live in soil that is wet. 
This objection can usually be avoided by 
digging out the bed to a depth of three 
feet and filling in one foot with broken 
stone, bricks, cinders, gravel or anything 
that will permit a free passage of water. It 
this does not answer, one must resort to 
tile drainage. 

At three months before planting the 
soil for the beds should be dug to a depth 
of two feet and liberally enriched with 
well-rotted manure. 

As a rule spring planting of roses gives 
the most satisfactory results in the end. 
The hybrid perpetuals and rugosas should 
be planted just as early as the soil is suit- 
able. All others are best planted about 
April 20, when the danger of sharp frosts 
has entirely passed. 

When roses are unpacked, if they seem 
to be shriveled, soak them in water and 
bury them completely (cover up roots and 
branch with moist earth) in a trench; after 
which soak the ground with water. In a 
few days uncover and they will be found 
revived. 


The first rule for planting is to wait 
for dry soil and select, if possible, a 


cloudy, calm day. The roses may be im- 
merged in pails of water or dipped in mud, 
to prevent the roots from becoming dry 
while the planting is being done. They 
hould be planted deeper than they were 
previously set, permitting the dirt to come 
up Slightly higher than the previous mark

Hair---Start It Growing Right

LI, MOTHERS are divided into two distinct classes so far as their taste in babies’ 
There are those who vastiy prefer 
lished crop of hair on his pate, and those who don’t think a little baby looks 
quite right unless he starts out almost bald. 
ail depends on whether or not one’s Own baby started out bald or nair crowned. 

Many women make a desperate struggle with their children’s hair, 
that somehow by constant attention, rubbing, massaging and other “‘treatments” 
scanty locks may be made luxurious.

To be sure something may be done to 


increase the growth of the hair, but nature disposes of these matters to suit herself 
pretty generally,- The something that can be done is to keep a child in as good health as 


stringy. 
is no curly hair in your family anywhere 
there is precious little chance of having a 
curly- haired child, no matter how diligently 
he is taught to eat the crusts of bread, or 
how patient you fluff up his hair after 
every washing. 

The old idea was that children’s hair 
should be washed in rain water. English 
women seem to cling to this notion, and 
when not able to get rain. water for this 
purpose they boil the water they are to 
use for a little while in order to soften it. 
One advantage of this treatment of course 
is that with water thus softened it is un- 
necessary to add ammonia or other artifi- 
cial water softeners. A good lather may 
be made with a bland soap. 

How often should children’s 

washed? is a question often asked. 

Trained baby nurses usually start eut 
washing baby’s hair every day as part of 
the daily tubbing. To be sure this is done 
with a soft cloth and the mildest of soap, 
as gently as baby’s face is washed. Later 
on, as the child acquires more hair, it is 
washed less often, but of course perfect 
cleanliness is essential. Some people seem 
to think that if after babyhood a child’s 
hair is washed oftener than once a month 
there is a tendency to brittleness. It would 
be hard to prove this, and one thing fs cer- 
tain: that it is most important.to keep the 
scalp perfectly clean, and it is difficult 
to do this with only a monthly washing. 
Especially in mild weather when a child 
plavs bareheaded, or only with slight head 
covering, dust accumulates in the hair that 
usually makes a weekly shampoo advisable. 
f des: feeling is so generaliy established 

that keeping a child’s hair cut tends 
to make it thicker that there must be some 
truth about it. However, the feeling is 
also general that hair is coarsened by con- 
natural 
wave becomes Straighter when cent clipped 
or bobbed. However, the advantages of 
keeping a little girl’s hair cut are so numer- 
ous in the way of comfort and convenience, 
that they ought to outweigh any advan- 
tages that long locks may possess. 

But beware of the barber who shaves 
the bobbed hair at the base of the head! 
It this is kept up the hair will become as 
stiff and stubborn as a man's beard and 
will tend to grow stiff far down on the 
neck. Moreover, sometimes constant shay- 
ing of the hair at the back of the neck 
irritates the skin and leaves disagreeable 
roughness and redness of the skin. Insist 
when your little girl's hair is bobbed that 
the barber does not cut it too short at the 
back, Taboo the razor, use .the clippers 
sparingly or not at all. 
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Under nourishment does more than lack of brushing to make hair scant and 
And of course curliness of hair is a matter disposed of by heredity.

HE dressing of the salad is the 
most important part—next to the 
freshness of the greenery and the 
deliciousness of the accessories. 
Well, anyway, it is important. 

A good many people prefer the 
old-fashioned regulation mayon- 
naise, made of egg yolks, olive 
oil, seasonings and vinegar of lemon juice 
for acid, to any other. But there are other 
good ones, among them this cream mayon- 
naise. . 

Rub the yolks of three hard boiled eggs 
smooth: season with white pepper, cayenne, 
salt, and a scant tablespoon of pulverized 
sugar; work these well together; then 
work in, a little at time, one teacup of 
thick. sweet cream; add half a teaspoon of 
made mustard and a teaspoon fried pars- 
lev, chopped fine; now beat in a teacup of 
whipped cream after which add, a few 
drops at a time, three teaspoons of lemon 
juice. 

Here is a more easily made cream-salad 
dressing:

of two hard boiled eggs, one tea- 
mustard, one-half teaspoon of 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon of Sugar, one 
tablespoon of meltec buiter, the same of 
vinegar and a sprinkling of pepper. Rub 
all smoothly together, and add at the last 
half a teacup of sweet cream. Beat thor- 
oughly with an egg beater. 

Then .there is the dressing made by pre- 
paring a cup of thick white sauce. Cool 
this and in the meantime beat up two exg 
volks, add a scant cup of olive oil, as for 
reguiar mayonnaise, thin with lemon juice 
or vinegar, add the cool white sauce, beat 
it in and season well. 

For a fruit salad it is always a good plan 
to add whipped cream to the mayonnaise.

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| Get Fast-Colored Fea 
For Wash Frocks 


~N making everyday wash frock 
and all children’s frocks, wa 
your material before cutting it. 
After it is washed it should be 
dried and then sprinkled and 
ironed. In this way you do away 
with the risk of shrinkage, as 
there is seldom much shrinking 
after the first washing. 

If you are going to use any material of 
dark color for piping on a wash frock be 
sure that you have fast-colored material. 
It is difficult to get any black cotton fab- 
rics that are surely fast. However, the 
washable satin that is used for bathing suits 
is usually fast and may be used for pipings 
on cotton fabrics. 


Of all colors, green uSualiy runs as read- 
fly as any. Red is rather uncertain, though 
blues are usually fast. It is always well 
to test your material before cutting into 
it. If it runs very much, do not make it 
with any white trimming, using self bind- 
fors or cordings instead. 

It is very important always to cut wash- 
able frocks with accuracy as carelessness 
after they are washed. Cutting them 
straicht literally means cutting them by the 
thread. Now it often happens that ma- 
terial is folded in such a way that what 
seems a perfectly straight line across the 
material is not a straight line by the thread. 
When this is the case, you must even your 
material by the thread first and then fold 
it and pull it, pressing it if mecessary so 
as to make this thread line straight. Ex- 
amine printed materials betore uving 
them. If the pattern departs much from 
the straight of the goods vou will find 
tisfactory for wash frocks.

Laying Out Your Garden 


you are one of the housewives 
who add to your home work in 
summer that of tending a small 
garden patch, you should wake 
up to the fact that now is the 
time to make your first prepara- 

tions for the spring. To be sure 


it is rather muddy in your garden 
may have to use quite a little 


and you 
imag ination to think that in that drear gar- 
den patch any flowers or vegetables can 
ever come to leaf and blossom. On the 
next clear day when the weather is mild 
enough to make it fairly comfortable to be 


outdoors, plan to devote an hour or two 
to the work, making sure that you have 
heavy gloves on your hands to protect them 
in the work you are to do. A very large 
pair of cotton gloves, of the sort that can 
be bought in the 5 and 10-cent stores, is 
a good thing to have. They may be worn 
over old gloves, keeping the hands good 
and warm. 


Be sure that all rubbish in your garden 
is cleared away. Authorities of the depart- 
ment of agriculture tell us that all old 
leaves or stems from last year’s vegetation 
should be gathered together and burned. 
This not only makes the garden easier to 
work with a new crop and gives a better 
appearance generally to your patch, but it 
safeguards your next crop from insect pests 
that might be harboring in the old plants. 

Of course if you have berry bushes or 
vines of a perennial sort you cannot get 
rid of insects so easily, but now is a good 
time to look over these very carefully, see- 
ing that any vines or rubbish that may be 
hidden about them is removed and burned. 

lf you have only a small garden spot a 
little picket or rustic fence put around it 
adds immensely to the attractive appear- 
ance of it. This serves to keep out chick- 
ens if there are any about, and even house- 
hold cats and dogs can be taught to respect 
the sanctity of a space fenced in much 
more easily than a garden teft open. The 
little picket fence may be painted white, 
and this is an excellnet time to construct 
the fence or have it done and to have it 
peinted. Later you might plant some sort 
. vine to trail over the fence to give con- 

derable charm to the general appearance.

Squash and other vervetal les that might hb 
attractive on the little fence and at ti!

So plan your garden. 

Perhaps your garden is a box in 2 sunny 
window. In that case, if you are a house- 
keeper, plant it to herbs—parsley and mint 
and chives, perhaps. Or, if you have sev- 
eral sunny windows, plant out one box of 
lettuce. It is delicious, pulled when it is 
beginning to head or before it begins, for 
fresh early Summer salads. 

lf you have a bit of land, plan a little 
soup and salad garden near the kitchen 
door, wherein you can gather soup vege- 
tables and salad yreens——lettuce of diflfer- 
ent dates, carrots, onions, parsley and 
mint, 

For flowers, be sure to have plenty that 
will give you cut flowers for the table ail 
summer. Nasturtiums and coreopsis will 
grow anywhere, with pot marigolds for 
later bloom. Hardy chrysanthemums, too, 
give lovely late autumn cut flowers. It is 
too late now, of course, to do anything 
about bulb flowers for this season. They 
are decidedly satisfactory for early spring 


cuifting. 
This is a good time of year to fasten 
wp vines and shrubs, lay out in your mind’s 


eye new beds and borders and perhaps even 
pi2u summer houses and benches under the 
trees.

Spinkeh and all sorts of wreens have a 
more delicate taste, epicrres agree, w'ren 
cooked in fresh water. The same applies 
to beets, carrots and turn'ps. 

The vegetatles that seem hetter when 
salted in cooking are those of a stronver 
flavor, such as caulflower, ca*bare, onions 
and turnips. Add also to this list aspara- 
@us, peas and green corn. However, the 
amount of salt used should be sieht. li is 
aiwavs far better to use too little salt than 
too much. 

Some persons follow the rule of adding 
salt to the water in which “green or top 
ground” vegetables are cooked: while wait- 
ine until after cooking to salt underground 
veretahles. 

Kemember that less salt should be add- 
ed to the quart of water if you wish to 
have the water boil down as the vegetables 
cook. 

If well salted water has evaporated it is 
well to bring it back to its normal amount 
by adding: more fresh woeter before the 
cooking process has finished. This will 
clear up the too salty flavor that would 
otherwise result.
